EXCURSION OF THE RALEIGH BAPTIST 
SUNDAY ScHoo. To Hayrwoop—A 
BEAUTIFUL May QUEEN CEREMONY— 
A CLoupy Day But a Goop Timr.— 


The excursion of this school to Hay- 
wood, Chatham county, yesterday came 
off with no little eclat. Its pleasures 
were enjoyed by both old and yonng, 
and so heartily were they entered into 
by the participants that good feeling 
and happy faces more than made up 
forthe absence of the sun which was 
hidden by angry clouds. As per pro- 
gramme, the pupils and teachers of the 
schoul assembled at the Church at 6:30 
a.m., and formed for the march to the 
depot to take the train. At 7:30 the 
Chief Marshal, Major A. M. Lewis, gave 
the word of command, and the pro- 
cession moved on to the place of 
embarkation. Never has our little city 
witnessed such a large turnout of sun- 
day school children, that is, by one 
denomination. While the front was 
considerably below tiie court house, the 
rear had not passed through the south 
gate of the Capitol. 

At the depot a long train of com for- 
table cars were found in readiness, un- 
der the charge of Captain Dallas Ward, 
the popular and gentlemanly conductor 
of the Raleigh & Gaston R. R. Through 
the exertions of the Marshals and their 
Assistants, the largec:owd were seated 
without any confusion, and at 8 o’clock 
the whistle of engine No. 8, ran by that 
skilitul engineer Mr. Mortimer Flem- 
ming, sounded its note of warning and 
in amoment we were speeding on the 
way to Haywood—the Haywood which 
once so Hharrowly escaped greatness. 

Here it will not be. inapprupriate to 
mention the historical fact that Hay- 
wood once came witbin one vote of 
wresting trom Raleigh, the honor of 
being the Capitol of the State. Raleigh 
was saved by the vote of Hon. Burton 
Craige, of Salisbury. 

The location of the University of the 
State at this point was also seriously 
contemplated at one time. Some 


sixty years ago the late Judge A. 
D. Murphy and David Mebane suc- 


ceeded in getting che Legislature to 
appropriate $100,000 to the Cape Fear 
DeephiverNavigation Company scheme, 
and conceived theidea of making Hay- 
wood, which is situated at the junc- 
tion of the Haw and Deep rivers torm- 
ing the Cape Fear,a city. The place 
was regularly laid off into town lots, 
and through tbe representations and 
influence of these gentlemen purchasers 
were not lacking. Buildings sprung 
up in all directioos, and a glorious 
future seemed opened up tor Haywood. 
But, alas! tor human foresight! The 
plans torthe navigation of the river 
tailed, parties who bad built ware- 
houses, storehouses and residences be- 
came dissatisticd with their investmeats 
and wevt so far as to pullthem down 
and remove the timbers io other locali- 
ties, and Haywood in a short time re- 
lapsed into its pristine insignificance.

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Ox¥ForD Irems.—Our Oxford corres- 
dent under date of yesterday, sends us 
the following items of interest from 
his section : 


A few nights ago, while Mr. James T. 
Hunt was at supper, a daring robbery 
was committed by a thief or thieves 
who entered the lumber house adjacent 
to his store and purloined therefrom 
some bacon, flour and other articles, 


The concert at the Osborn House on

Another 
accession of 4 inmates has just arrived, 
swelling tte whole number to forty. 
We trust the liberality of the people of 
the State will increase in a ratio com- 
mensurate with the numerical strength 
of the Institution. 

Judge Albertson is still holding Court 
here. His bearing on the bench is 
marked by impartiality, and he com- 
mands by his courtesy the respect of 
the people and the bar.

It is needicss to add that Messrs. Cox 
and Busbee are discharging their duties 
as prosecuticg oflicers in a most efficient 
manner. 


Tue PENITENTIARY.—We visited for 
the first time since tie inaug@ration of 
thenew Board of Directors of the Peni - 
tentiary that Institution yesterday, and 
was shown around and through the 


premises by Jno. R. Harrison, who as 
one of the Directors devotes nearly his 
entire time to its management. We 
were much pleased with all we saw and 
can testify that as far as appearances 
willshow that the new management is 
maintaining the high standard of their 
worthy predecessors, 

Capt. Thompson, the Warden, is no 
new hand at the bellows, and there is no 


‘room to doubt but that the manage- 


ment of the Institution in his hands 
will redound to hisand the State’s 
credit, | 

We observed many new improve- 
ments going on, the building of tin and 
sheet iron manufactury, new rooms for 
the female convicts; needed improve- 
ments to the cells, and a general clean- 
ing up and overhauling in every depart- 
ment. 

The new Board has recently 
chased from Mr. Boylan one and one- 
third acres ot land adjoining that  por- 
tion of the grounds wherein the quarry 
is situated, which will enable them to 
work the quarry with better results, and 
obtain a sufficiency of work for all pur. 
poses, The stockade will be extended 
so as to take ic this new purchase. 

The wall known as the “ Hicks” wall 
is tow completed to nearly the termi- 
nus to the Eastern line. Mr. Hicks 
the architect, has raised for himself a 
monument in the building of the wall 
that will last through ages. There is 
no structure in North Carolina that 
will compare with it, either in its gi- 
gantic proportions or the workmanlike 
style in which it has been executed. 

There are now about four hundred 
covvicts in the Penitentiary, all able 
bodied men and women and a plenty of 
work for at least four hundred more. 
We only saw six cases in the Hospital 
none of which were dangerously ill, and 
never was the sanitary condition of the 
Institution better. 

We left the grounds satisfied that if 
this new broom continues to sweep as 
clean no one will have occasion to 
grumble at the management of the 
Institution, though 1t could bave been 
in better hands,

into the Atlantic Bank affairs shows 
that Taintor loaned over $340,000 on 
sccurities which have disappeared.

MapnipD, May 1.—Don Alfonzo is near 
Monerosa in the Province of Barcelona, 
at the head of a band of two hundred 
Carlists.

Ecclesiastical Troubles in Tennese- 
see—-An Episcopal Minister Dee 
clines to Shake Hands with His 
Bishop, and is Censured by the 
State Convention, 

For several years past a misunders 
standing has existed between Right 
Rev. C. T. Quintard, vishop of the dios 
cese of Tennessee, and Rev. Dr. Rich- 
ard Hines, for several years rector of St. 
Mary’s Church, now known as the Cath- 
edral. The latter felt himself person- 
ally aggrieved by the course pursued by 
the Bishop with reference to him in 
several matters ecclesiastical; and 
though the existence of the differences 
was well known tothe Memphis clergy 
and many of the laitv, it was not until 
yesterday that the trouble got into the 
columns of the newspaper and became 
public property. 

It appears that on Tuesday the Bishop 
met Dr. Hines, after the day’s session of 
the State Convention pow Yeing held 
here, and with a view of effecting a re- 
conciliation offered his hand. The 
overture was rejected, as explained by 
the following card, entitled * Person- 
al,” and printed in yesterday’s Appeal: 

Mempuis, April 22, 1873. 

“ Right Rev. Charles Todd Qnintard, 
D. D., LL. D., Bishep of the Diocese 
of Tennessee: 


“Reverend and Dear Sir :—Yester- 
day, immediately after the adjournment 
of the Convention, you came forward 
in the presence of several clergymen 
and addressed me more than once, and 
profiered me your hand. You know, 
or ought to have known, that I would 
have no personal intercourse with you. 
I think you have betrayed the sacred 
friendship that existed on my part, and 
which I ignorantly believed existed on 
your part, Ithink you have wantonly 
insulted me. Ata personal iaterview, 
at which you presided, in a conference 
where the diificulty was a personal one 
between you and myself, when you had 
openly stated that vou intended to act 
as if you were before the throne of God, 
you asked me to repeat a statement 
which I had made to the Rev. George 
C. Harris. LTasked youif you desired 
to hear it, and you replied that you did. 
[then made the statement, which I re. 
affirmed, and asked youa direct ques- 
tion. 
“After declining to answer the ques- 
tion which I asked you, you wiped 
your hands and retired, saying that you 
would bave no ecclesiastical relation- 
ship with me. I knew that you violat- 
ed your contract with me. Iam per- 
suaded that you have injured my char- 
acter and reputation; that you have 
violated all the ties of friendship, abus- 
ed the bigh office you bear to my injury, 
and that you have not treated me asa 
lather in God, a Christian, or a gentle- 
man ought to have treated me. 
“I have no ill-will toward you ; I pave 
no malice toward you; I would gladly 
minister to you were it necessary; but I 
have lost all confidence in you, and can 
by no act of mine leave the impression 
on your mind, or the mind of any other 
person, that I have confidence in you. 
You have destroyed that confidence, 
and until you are disposed to restore it, 
which by the grece of God you can eas- 
ily do, you need not expect me to have 
any personal intercourse with you,while 
at all times I shxll gladly respect the 
Ligh and holy office which you bold. 

“Truly yours, 

“RicuwarD HINegs.” 

In the Episcopal State Convention,on 
the appearance of this card, the Bishop 
called attention to it, and a committee, 
appointed to consider the matter, re- 
ported the following resolution : 
* Resolved, That the publication in 
the Appea! of this morning, signed by 
Richard Hines, and addressed to the 
Bishop of the Diocese, is indecorous 
and reprehensible in a high degree on 
the part of a member of this Convea- 
tion, and this Cenvention declares its 
disapproval and eondemnation of the 
course pursued by the Rev. Dr. Hines 
in this matter.” 
Mr. Jefferson Davis (ex-President) 
made a motion to lay the resoluticn on 
the table, stating that he would like to 
see Mr. Hines present and defend him- 
self before any further action in this 
matter was taken. 
One of the clergy informed Mr. Davis 
that the resolution was only intended to 
censure that part of the conduct of Mr. 
Hines giving publicity tothe matter 
which reflects upon the Church. 
One of the committee also stated 
that one of their members had called on 
Mr. Elines, to whom he detailed his 
grievances, ana said he would furnish 
the committee with a written statement, 
but would not tell at what time. 
A letter written by Bishop Quintard 
in February, 1872, addressed to Doctor 
Hines, was also read; the letter indi- 
cates a desire for a reconciliation and 
offering an apology for past mistreat- 
ment, ir any had been given. 
The motion to lay the resolution on 
the tabie was lost. 
A motion to adopt the resolution was 
carried.
